‘, eae reference to your letter No, 3245, dated the 26th August 1880, I 
am ted to forward the sooomman nae copy of revised rules for the 
management of churitable hospitals and dispensaries which have been 
approved by the Lieutenant-Governor, and to request that they may be 

. slistituted for the rules which form Section I of the Dispensary Manual, and 
that they my be brought into forge at once. 
_. 2. With reference to Rule IV, in which it is laid down that the pay to 
which a medical subordinate is entitled for the charge of a dispensary is the 
pay of his grade in the public service, I am to say that the rule should not be 
applied so as to affect injuriously the salary of any present incumbent of a dis- 
pensary charge who has passed the departmental examinations to which he 
is liable, and whosé qualifications and conduct are considered by you to be 
satisfactory. . 
8. With regard to the enquiry made in paragraph 4 of your letter, 
whether, on the amendment of the rules, a systematic re-classification of dis- 
nsaries should be made, I am desired to say that the existing dispensaries 
will all fall without difficulty under the new classes, but a classified list of all 
the dispensaries in the province should be prepared and submitted for record 
as soon as possible, 
4. In reply to paragraph 5 of your letter, in which you request orders 
regarding the payment of the allowance for English qualification to a Hospital 
Assistant attached to a dispensary, 1 am to say that, when the contribution 
of the dispensary is fixed at a definite sum, no difficulty can arise. When 
the contribution of the dispensary is fixed ata proportion of the salary of 
the Hospital Assistant, the mn | should be taken as including any allowance 
for English to which he may be entitled. With regard to present incum- 
bents of dispensary charges, to whom Rule IV may not be applied, | am 
to say that if in any case the consolidated salary attached to the dispensary 
exceeds the grade pay and English allowance of the Hospital Assistant, he 
should not be granted the allowance in addition to his consolidated salary.

Government will 
determine in each case the class of medical officer to ‘be appointed to a 
dispensary, and will from time to time make such changes in the class of officer 
as. = ‘working of the dispensary or the exigencies*of the public service .may 
ve In the case of a dispensary in class I, the manager or managers are at liberty 
to increase the pay of their medical officer if they desire to do so, but in no

Rule V.i—Government officers appointed to the charge of dispensaries 
under these rules will retain a right to pension, but the amount of pension 
of each officer will be determined by tbe salary which from his grade and 
qualifications he was entitled to draw in the Government service, without 
reference to any,additional payments made by the managers of the dispensary.

The increase in Pooree and Balasore is accounted for by the season having been a 
favourable one for the manufacture of sult, and by the endeavours of the manufacturers to 
turn out a quantity, the duty on which would be twenty times the cost of establishment, 
so as to transfer such cost to Government. In Balasore four additional licenses were taken 
out, which contributed to the increased outturn in that district, and the Commissioner also 
states that the manufacturers were induced to throw more energy into their operations 
under the apprehension that the labour at their disposal would shortly be drawn off by the 
demand for the Coast Caual work. 

5. The increased manufacture of excise salt was not followed by 
increased sales. In this respect all districts show a falling off except Cuttack, 
of which the requirements are not fully met by ef manufacture. The 
decline in the 24-Pergunnahs amounted to 12,000 maunds or 80 per 
cent., and is said to be due tothe acquirement of a tasto for the cheaper

7. The number of seizures of salt was 681, showing an increase of 4'1 
cent, as compared with that for last year (657). The quantity seized, 
owever, was 54°4 per cent. less than corresponding seizures of the preceding 
year. The 24-Pergunnahs and Jessore were the only districts in which the 
number of seizures showed an increase. In both the individual cases were 
trifling, the average quantity .attached at each of the 326 seizures in the 
'24-Pergunnahs being under Var seers, while in Jessore, if one case in which 
300 maunds were improperly seized be excluded, the average was 344 seers. 
“=The districts in which Jeast judgment seems to have been shown in 
making seizures were Midnapore and Howrah, where maunds 4-6-6, and 2,575, 
respectively, were released out of maunds 8-22-14 and 2,578-14-4. In 
Chittagong, while the nuniber of cases declined from 181 to 157, the 
quantity of salt seized (of which nearly one-third was released) fell from 
maunds 116-1-9 to 30-11-38. The vigilance of the police has now almost put 
an end to large cases in this district. No explahation is given of the great 
fall in the amount seized in Noakholly from maunds 2,788-13-124 to 
maunds 10-17-14, The number of encanta in Cuttack fell from 107 to 
45, while those in Pooree rose from 32 to 41, and those in Balasore showed 
little change. Judging from the quantity released, seizures appear to 
have been made with discrimination in all the districts of the Orissa 
Division. 

8. The total number of prosecutions for breaches of the salt laws fell 
from 1,345 in 1§79-80. to 1,054 in the year under review, the falling off being 
common to all the saliferous districts except the 24-Pergunnahs, Jessore, 
and Pooree, and most remarkable in Midnapore, Chittagong, and Cuttack. In 
Midnapore the fall from 210 to 122 cases is considered by the Commissioner 
to be due partly to the diminished vigilance of the police in checking illicit 
manufacture, and partly to the fines inflicted in the previous year on salt traders, 
The decrease in Chittagong is large, but corresponds, it is believed, to a large 
diminution in the amount of offences against the Act. Increased vigilance 
on the part of the police is assigned as the cause of the large number of cases 
instituted in the 24-Pergunnahs and Jessore, and doubtless this vigilance 
was stimulated in the former district by the larger rewards distributed. It, 
may be here noted that the remarks contained in the Lieutenant-Goaernor’s 
Resolution of last year have resulted in increased attention on the part of 

_ some magisterial officers to the necessity for granting proper rewards in salt 
cases to the police and to informers, but it cannot, however, be said that 
eo ngereaies have yet fully recognized the importance of giving adequate 
rewards. In Howrah and ackergungp eaperealiy the rewards disbursed 
* ve not been sufficient. Explanations have been called for from four officers

The Annual Report on the working of the Caloutta Shipping Office for the year 1880-81. 
Continued depression in trade, and areduction in the prices of official 
forms sold to ship-masters and others, have again caused a diminution 
sin the receipts from the Shipping Office. An additional reason for this di- 
minution is also this year to bs found in the fewer numbers of discharge 
certificates which have been purchased—a fact which points to the more 
extended substitution of lascars for English sailors. The net profits of thé * 
year have been only Rs. 3,129-2-3 as compared with Rs. 5,086 in. the 
preceding year, but it is satisfactory to know that increased unforeseen 
expenditure had but little to do with this result. ' na 
2. The management of the trust funds under the control of the Shipping — 
Office has been on the whole satisfactory. Under these trusts the Shipping 
Master held in deposit either for remittance to men’s families, or for payment to 
seamen themselves, sums aggregating Rs. 96,966, and before the year had closi 
he was able to duly dispose of over 93 per cent of that amount. The ae 
efficient administration of these funds is the promptitude with which the intentions 
of the depositors are effected, andthe Lieutenant-Governor is glad to ackne 
ledge that, judged by that test, the administration has been efficient during 
year under review.

the Shipping-Master. The Lieutenant-Governor has also recently suggested 
to the Supreme Government that provision should be made in the Bill now 
under consideration for the amendment of the Law relating to Merchant 
Shipping, insisting on the entry in the articles of agreement of the name, degree 
of consanguinity and address of the next-of-kin of each native seaman 
shipped. Should this proposal be accepted, it is hoped that the difficulty now 
experienced will be considerably diminished. 
' "4, The number of seamen shipped during the year was 14,708, and 
of those discharged 13,120 as against 13,638 and 13,086 in the previous year. 
The excess of shipments over discharges is chiefly nominal, being due to 
men engaged during the year not having been discharged before its close.

At Chittagong 213 seamen were engaged through the office an 
discharged, against 326 and 273 respectively in the previous year, The only 
funds kept in trust on account of British seamen are the deposit money on 
account of wages due to seamen in hospital or in jail, and the estates of 
deceased seamen. The whole sum received on the former account (Rs. 8,334) 
was paid over: on account of the latter Rs. 48 only were received, o 
which Rs. 19 had been under adjustment at the close of the year. There 
is also a small fund for the benefit of distressed seamen instituted by private 
charity, of which the closing balance was Rs. 139. This fund is used to meet 
exceptional cases, when a seaman’s expenses cannot be charged to his ship, and 
some help is absolutely necessary to prevent his falling into destitution. Native 
Seamen’s Funds do not exist, as the families of lascars shipped at Chittagong 
draw their allowances from the owners, of vessels. It does not appear that 
moneys on account of deceased native sgamen have ever been paid to the 
Shipping Master at Chittagong. No reedrd was kept of vessels visited during 
the year by the Shipping Master, and from the eitiiantion given, which the 
Board rightly online unsatisfactory, it would appear that few vessels have 
been visited. The Lieutenant-Governor desires that more attention may 
in future be given to this subject. Ifthe visits are conducted with tact and 
care, there is no reason why they should encourage frivolous complaints 
among crews, as the Shipping Master apparently anticipates. The report on 
the Orissa ports is too scanty to afford any real information. The transactions 
there, however, seem to have been few and unimportant. f

The Branch 
Pilots of the Hooghly are men who, as a class, have arrived at an age when they have no 
longer the physical strength for continued work which the Masters have. ‘they are men, 
however, unrivalled in their knowledge and successful discharge of highly important duties. 
Comparing the past and present financial position of the Masters, the Committee feel justified 
in saying that this knowledge has been acquired under pecuniary disadvantages from 
Pei the present Masters do not suffer. Therefore the Committee think that in any 
re-distribution of tonnage, regard should be had both to the inability of the Branches to 
undergo the same fatigue.in waiting for ships at the Sandheads as the Masters, and to their 
justifiable expectations that, when Branches, they should be in a position of pecuniary 
independence.

There remains the collateral question as to the distribution of tonnage within the 
Masters’ grade to juniors and seniors. At persent, officers on promotion from the Mates’ 

are for the first five years termed ‘Junior Masters,” and are allowed 

tonnage concurrently with the Senior Masters from 800 to 1,800 tons. We think the 
superior limit of the Junior Masters may be raised to 1,350 tons. 

The conclusions thus arrived at by the Committee have been accepted by 
the Lieutenant-Governor, and the Government of India concurs in this, decision. 
Sir Ashley Eden accordingly desires the immediate readjustment of the present 
distribution of tonnage as follows :—
